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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the continuous "processing" (i.e.-electroplating 
current) taught by both Creutz et al and Liu et al would inherently occur "before the additive re-adsorbs onto the top portion", since it was 
applied immediately after the additive had been removed by the external influence. Further, Rodbell et al specifically teach (see col. 6, 
lines 47-57) that poly alkanol quaternary ammounium salts were within the scope of additives contemplated (and specifically the salts 
taught by Creutz et al), and that such additives were reduced in the the formed copper layer by utilizing the lower electroplating 
temperature. With respect to Applicant's arguments about the obviousness -type double patenting rejection, the claims of the '116 patent 
(e.g.-claim 15) disclose the additive being an inhibitor or an accelerator. Rodbell et al teach (see col. 7, lines 15-23) using the lower 
temperature to prevent adsorption of polyethylene glycol (see col. 7, lines 15-23) or organic sulfides (see col. 7, lines 24-39), which the 
'116 patent defines (see col. 2, lines 19-29) as being a suitable inhibitor and accelerator. Therefore, Applicant's arguments are not found 
persuasive. 
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
